The Senate Committee on Iathm.an 
Canal made a favorable report on Mr. 
Morgan's bill for acquiring right of way 
from Nicaragua and Costa Rica. The 
report Is voluminous, and In it Mr. Mor¬ 
gan fairly flays the Panama Canal Com¬ 
pany fur Its efforts to prevent legisla¬ 
tive action, as he also hits certain trans¬ 
continental railroad Interests. Great 
Britain’s policy in preventing our con¬ 
struction of the canal to prevent di¬ 
version of traffic from the Sues canal 
Is fully shown, but In view of the con¬ 
cessions made In the new Hay-Paunce- 
fote treaty that convention is fully in¬ 
dorsed. _

WOOD FILES APPLICATION. 


Former Gov. Bradley Said To Be One 
of the Men Who Indorse Him. 


MAY NOT FIGHT MR. FRANKS. 


Washington. Dec. 12.—(Speclal.J—The 
President to-day sent to the Senate the 
nomination of Reuben D. Hill for Dis¬ 
trict Attorney of the Western Ken¬ 
tucky Judicial district. Mr. Hill s four- 
year term does not expire until Febru¬ 
ary 22. hence the appointment at this 
time caused some surprise. Mr. Hill, 
however, had no opposition for the 
place and his friends axe very much 
gratified at the quick action taken by 
the President. Representatives Bore- 
Ing and Irwin both recommended to the 
President Hill s appointment, the latter 
calling at the White House in his In¬ 
terest Tuesday. Senator Deboe was also 
for Hill. 

The action of the President In making 
the appointment «’ this time may Indi¬ 
cate that he desires to settle the re¬ 
maining Kentucky offices without loss 
of time.

SHOWS A PICTURE OF EAST SIDE LIFE 


One Old Man Who Drew His Money Forgot Which 
Hand He Put It In and Nearly Started a Riot. 


New York. Dec. 12.—lSpecial.]—Jennie 
Gold, the beggar who was arrested in 
Madison avenue on Tuesday at the in¬ 
stance of Mr*. Mary Dcpevoter Carey, 
was an early one among the thousand 
depositors in Jormuloweky s Bank, at 
Canal and Orchard streets, who 
thronged the corner to-day to draw 
their money and lose six month*’ In¬ 
terest. 

She Is said to have drawn $300. Wom¬ 
en with gaunt face* and men with long 
beards, all of them presenting an ap¬ 
pearance of real poverty, were In the 
crowd to-day presenting bank books 
and getting rolls of bills The moment 
the glint of gold was seen In the hands 
of some person* issuing from the hank 
there was a frantic push for the door, 
and women clutching haJf-starved 
babies besought the police to let them 
in before the money was all gone.

THE CANAL BILL IS REPORTED 




Final Action Before the 
Holiday Adjournment. 


New* York. Dec 12.—(Special.]—Her¬ 
man Doering, sixty-two years old. and 
his wife, fifty-three year* ot,’\ w-ve 
found dead to-day in their apartments 
In the Astoria section of Long Island 
City* The crevices of the doors and 
windows were found carefully scaled, 
and gas was escaping from the only 
Jet In the room. The couple lay on the 
bod. robed for the grave, and clA?p*d 
In each other# arms. 

Doering was formerly a wholesale 
manufacturer of lanterns anti street 
lamps In Warren street. Manhattan, but 
uf recent years his business had fallen 


off. To add to hf* trouble# he was 
sued for damages by a boy who was 
In J tired in bis factory, and gradually his 
savings of years were spent. 

Sixteen years ago hi* wife lost her 
way one night and fell into the river. 
The nervous shock to her system af¬ 
fected her eyesight and she became 
totally blind. 

It appears that the couple had been 
planning to commit suicide for some 
time Pinned on the various article* in 
the room where the couple died were 
notes telling Tor whom each article was 
intended. 


VOTE WILL NOT BE BLOCKED 


Washington. Dec. 12.—The Senate to¬ 
day agreed to take a vote before ad¬ 
journment on Monday on the new* Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty for the abrogation 
of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty and open¬ 
ing the way for the construction of a 
canal across the Isthmus of Panama 
by the United States. This agreement 
was reached after four hours of debate, 
sufficiently Interesting to insure the 
constant attendance of most of the Sen¬ 
ators. Senator Spooner, who was one 
of the principal speakers of the day. 
had just concluded when sAator Lodge 
made an effort to secure a vote. It de¬ 
veloped there were other Senators who 
desired to be heard, the result being 
that the date of the vote was postponed 
until Monday. The agreement provides 
for an adjournment of the Senate from 
to-day untl* Monday and for & meeting 
at 11 o’clock on that day. one hour In 
advance of the usual time. The under¬ 
standing is that ns soon as practicable 
after the Senate convenes Senator 
Lodge will move an executive session 
and that tfie treaty shall have the en¬ 
tire attention of the Senate unlll a 
final vote Is reached before the ad¬ 
journment for that day; - 
The principal speakers to-day. be¬ 
sides Senator Spooner, were Senator 
Money and Senator Foraker. Mr. 
Money, while finding much in the treaty 
to criticise, said that as he found the 
fortunes of the proposed canal across 
the Isthmus Inextricably intertwined 
with the treaty he could not see Ills 
way clear to do anything that would 
prevent or even delay ratification The 
particular features of the new treaty 
with which he found fault were those 
retaining the neutrality provision of the 
Clayton-Bulwer convention and speci¬ 
fying police control of the canal when 
built. He argued that the effect of 
these provisions Inevitably must be to 
limit and prescribe the power of the 
United States to control Its own prop¬ 
erty In esse of war. 

• • • 

Foraker Strongly In Favor. 

Senator Foraker maintained that pro¬ 
visions of the new treaty meet every 
objection made to the original Hay- 
Pa uncefote treaty and cover every es¬ 
sential thing that was Included In the 
amendments made by the Senate to that 
document. He regarded it as of the ut¬ 
most Importance that the Flay ton-Bul- 
wer treaty should be wiped out. This re¬ 
sult wa* effected by the treaty under 
consideration. 

He asserted that all rights of the 
Untied States were amply protected un¬ 
der this treaty and that nur absolute and 
complete control of the canal could not 
be questioned by Great Britain or any 
other Power. Mr. Foraker’s speech 
dealt largely with the legal construction 
and the general effect of the treaty. He 
said that after a careful study of Its 
provision* he was firmly convinced that 
it could be honestly supported by every 
patriotic citixen. 

Senator Foraker was frequently inter¬ 
rupted by Senator Bacon In the course 
of one of these interruptions Mr. Bacon 
aoked If It was not true that under 
the term# of the treaty th« construction 
of fortifications by the United .States 
would be an act of war? 

Mr Foraker replied in the negative, 
declaring that n<»t only would such an 
act not be nn act of hostility, but that 
to build fortifications in case of neces¬ 
sity w*as one of the Inherent rights <>f 
the Government.

Foraker*# Sharp Retort, 

To this Mr. Bacon responded that 
he for one would never bring himself 
to vote for the ratification of the treaty 
with the understanding that his Govern¬ 
ment war to violate It. Mr. Foraker 
retorted sharply to tire effect that his 
frbud firom Ge*»rgia could be no more 
virtu n* along the line of maintaining 
the country’s honor In the matter of 
k**, ping agreements with other nations 
than were other Senators. Mr Bacon 
replied that he did not mean to assume 
a virtue that he did not possess, nor to 
Imply that other Senators were not as j 
Jealous of the country’s good name as 
he himself was. Mr. Foraker then de- ! 
dared that had not meant to charge | 
Mr. haeon with nnv unfair assumption. ; 
but simply to say that, like all other | 
Senators supporting the treaty, he felt , 
lie wne giving his name to a transaction 
which would be honorably carried out 
as between nations.

MEETING IN SANTIAGO. 


Palma Enthusiasts Gathered Outside 
of Building and Cheered for 
Their Candidate. 


Santiago, Cuba, Dec. J2.—The Inde- 
pendent party held a great demonstra¬ 
tion here to-night In favor of Gen. Bar- 
tolome Maso. their candidate fr»r the 
presidency. Ten prominent Indepen¬ 
dent# gave an elaborate banquet In the 
Venus cafe to fifty guest* In honor of 
Gen. Oollaao. Th** largest auditorium 
In the city wa* incapable of accommo¬ 
dating the crowd of Maso adherents.

Washington. Dec. 12.—The Senate 
Committee on Isthmian Canals to-day 
authorised a favorable report upon 
SenaPir Morgan’s bill providing for the 
acquisition from Nicaragua and Costa 
Rica of the right of way via the Nica¬ 
ragua route. Senator Morgan later pre¬ 
sented this report to the Senate, ac¬ 
companying the return of the bill wtth 
a voluminous report ufl&n the ^general 
subject of a <*&nal across the Isthmus. 

Action on the bill providing for the 
construction of the canal was deferred. 

Senator Morgan’s report cover# more 
than 600 page* of printed matter and 
deals with many of the questions con¬ 
nected with the construction of the ca¬ 
nal including a thorough Inquiry Into 
the attitude of Great Britain upon the 

subject and the different canal route*. 

• • • 

Panama Company Scored. 

He also discusses the relationship of 
the Panama Canal Company to the con¬ 
struction by the United States of a 
waterway across the Isthmus, and while 
he makes reference to a letter written 
hy President Hutln, of the Panama 
Company, to Secretary of £tate Huy he 
not riva the text of the com muni¬ 
tion. Mr Morgan say# that the letter 
to Secretary Hay was dated November 
22. last and that it was written after 
Admiral Walker, a# president of the 
commission, had cloeed hia correspond¬ 
ence with M. Mutin. relating to the sale 
of the Panama canul. He then add*: 

The letter to Mr. Hay. with the ap¬ 
pendices thereto. *nd the memoranda 
that accompanAc* it. is an attack on the 
prealdatK • mk lion, n 

false assumption* and p*rv<-«r# on* of fact, 
and It Is evidently intended to crewte a 
•ide Issue. th~ debate Up.m which K i* 
hoped by M Hutln will dtlay. If it do<s 
not defeat, the final action of Foogreea 
In providing for the iNmiMruction of any 
canal TW* pmeredihig and ths placing 
of thJs 4*orrespoiulem r in tut hands of 
the President of the United States 
by M. Ilutin with a request that it be 
communicated to Congress, ia but a corw 
nmtat'on of the pr^Mtmptuou# and of- 
fens’ve propMwttlon previously made by 
the Panama t.'arra-l Company. This com. 
pony. In a previous administration, had 
succeeded In obtn'.atfng the resignation 
of a Secretary of the Navy to accept 
h nominal r*>»H ! on n their service at a 
Urg* sa.wo, and expended ll.9fiO.OCO In 
New York chiefly *.n acqulr'ng the aid 
of loodung business hous«*« In prom 
the I>e Lr«#ep* plan without a dollar 
of stock being autwcrtl>ed In that city. 

The desperate financial strait* of the 
ru-w Panama Oannl Convpany compelled 
them to make overture# to the UnlAvd 
State# to unload their mrirrprt*^# an the 
Unite*! State#, and tlwir agents tmearoe 
accordingly aggressive In this effort. 

• • • 

An Insult To Congress. 

The report then proceed# to quote a 
number of communication# fr*m M. 
HuUn and his attorneys to officers of 
this Government In IS99 and 1900. which 
have heretofore been printed. After 
queuing a letter from Sullivan A Crom¬ 
well, attorney# for. the Panama ('anal 
Company, directed to the President, and 
dated April 30. 19fifi. in which they aek 
the Preeident to advise Congresa of the 
attitude of the Panama Ovmpany, the 
report says: 

The manifest purpose of this company 
to Interfere with legislation by asking the 
President to Inform Congress of a state 
of facts, a# alleged, of which Fongre** I* 
••presumably without knowledge, is an 
Insult to the intelligence of Fongre** It 
I* an Insolent Invitation to the President 
to control the notion of «'engross so that 
they shall not act upon hills reported hy 
committee* in both houses. 

Sensrtor Morgan again refer* to the 
letter to 3eoretar> Hay of la«t Novem¬ 
ber. saying that M Hutln previously 
hail made an unmistakable proposal tl> 
sell the Panama property to the United 
.State*, and adding: 

Yet M. Ilutin. In hi* correspondence 
with Admiral Walker, and In his letter 
ami the accompanying memorandum 
*#-nt to Mr. Hay, first assume*, nnd then 
stAte* and argue*, and finally Insists, 
that the United State* offered to pur¬ 
chase their property, and that when the 
company agreed to sell it the Isthmian 
i 'anal t’ommlwlon refused to enter Into 
any statement of arbitration to ascertain 
the value of Ir He imputes had fnllh to 
the commission, and severely criticise* 
their dealing* with the canal company. 

• • • 

Admiral Walker Defended. 

Proceeding, the report says Admiral 
Walker did nothing more than ask le¬ 
gitimate questions of M. Hutln. and 
that there was In them no Intention of 
a proposition to purchase. In this con¬ 
nection Admiral Walker’s letter of Oc¬ 
tober 23 last to M. Hutln Is published, 
and of this Senator Morgan says that 
"it utterly breaks down the pretention 
of M. Hutln that th* United States, 
through Admiral Walker, was engaged 
In the effort to purchase the property 
t*f the Panama FjmmI.” He adds that 
this letter dispels every possible orlLI- 
• lam of Admiral Walker and of the 
commission, of which he )s president. 
The conclusion with reference to this 
point of the controversy ts set forth In 
the following language

nr« c«df»ni4*d misconduct must b*\ either 
that the canal company Is desperate In 
It* purpose to unload it* property upon 
the United State* because the French 
stockholder# have lost faith in Its suc-

the competition of an> canal with It* 
Panama railroad, the shares of which 
they value at $6fifi, the face value being 
$lfi0 a share, on account of Its enormous 
earnings." 

The Introductory page«;«pf the report 
contain a general review of the im¬ 
portance of the construction of an Isth¬ 
mian canal, and in the second para¬ 
graph of the report It Is declared that 
"the failure to accomplish this work 
would create a feeling of national de¬ 
spa Ir/* 

• • • 

Delayed By Great Britain. 

Fontending for the Importance of the 
enterprise Mr. Morgan urges that no 
nation nor any combination of private 
Interests can have any right to prevent 
its con su nmui t ton. "There remain#.* 
he says, "but one barrier to the union 
of the Atlantic and Pacific oceans, and 
no one nation has the right to declare 
that It never shall be removed except 
with Its consent.’* He attributes the 
failure to construct the canal In the 
past to the attitude of other nations, 
saying "for the past fifty years the 
power and Influence of the British Gov 
ernment aided by commission# in th# 
United States and France, has defeated 
all efforts to open an American isth¬ 
mian canal." 

He asserts that Great Britain’s con¬ 
trol of the Mosquito coast was used as 
a pretense to hold us until she had ac¬ 
complished her great policy relating to 
the Suez canal. "We were," he says, 
"held in the leash by British ruler# until 
they could accomplish the control of 
the Suex canal.** 

Thar antagonism, which was an impe¬ 
rial policy of Orest Brhxln Iri the begin- 
nine has become a plan for gathering 
wealth by levying tolls upon live commerc 
of America, ar.d Me strength of purpose 
will increase until some more powerful 
and Just Inducement will lead Great Brl- 
tain to relax Its grasp and permit us :o 
take ctare of our country. The combi no¬ 
tions at home and In Franc* that have 
adjusted in suppressing the demand^ of cur 
Industrial okw°i for a canal to c^on-id 
the great ocean*.are chiefly tne tran-coi-. 
tlnental railways In Fanada and in l’an- 
ama and those In th* United States-*»#ht 
great corporation# that now control al- 
mo«t the entire transportation service l*e- 
tw-ten the ooatuw that wash the coast* of 
the Western hemisphere. 

• • • 

Policy of Great Brtain. 


Tn further diacusalng the attitude of 
Great Britain. Senator Morgan say#: 

The scope and pnrpo-e of the Clayton- 
Bulwer trvaty, a* H wa# declared by Lord 
John Russell, made It the Instrument of 
Injustice and repr:**!on to Nicaragua. 
Fosta Rica and o-ther Central American 
Bratee. that ha# deprived them and all 
Fhrletendom of the benefits of an Ameri¬ 
can Interoceajvlc canal for more than a 
half century. In view of these fact# It la 
clear that an overruling necessity of Im¬ 
perial. commercial and military policy 
connected with her policy a* to the Bue# 
canal forced Grea ! t Britain to adhere to 
the dayton-Bulwer treaty as a m* an* of 
pre\*ent#)g the construction of a canal 
through Nicaragua by -the United B ates, 
while she would continue to hold the 
vantage ground of occupation and increas¬ 
ing authority tn ’the territories of Nlcata- 
gtit and Honduras, which ah* had agreed 
to abandon Her Intention to control both 
canals was then evidently fixed. 

He contends that Great Britain’s pol¬ 
icy from the beginning was simply a 
policy of delay and that both 4 Powers 
have abandoned the policy of the Flay- 
ton-Bulwer treaty, of which he declares 
"nothing remains" but nn empty diplo¬ 
matic technicality ihat must yield to 
the reasonable demands of the United 
Htate*. Nicaragua and Fosta Rico for 
their own safety and prosperity, and to 
the demands of the world for a gateway 
In Nicaragua to correspond with that 
opened at flue*." He declares that If 
diplomatic effort to rid the world of the 
baneful domination of the Clayton-Bul¬ 
wer treaty falls Congress should abro¬ 
gate It. 

• • • 

New Treaty Is Indorsed. 


The major portion of the report was 
made before the new Hay-Fa uncefote 
treaty had been promulgated, but In an 
appendix the following reference is 
made to that treaty: 

If twrv.tbirds of the Benatc shall concur 
with the Government of Greet Britain in 
estahlishfrig ar. effective basis on which 
a canal for ships through the Aimrloan 
Isthmus shall be operwtrd. for the security 
nnd benefit of all nations, such agreement 
will t»c con«lderei ns an advanced 4t«p 
In a true civil l rat Ion. honorable to both 
Government# snd rich In blessings to 
mankind. 

It Is a new alignment a# to the rights, 
privilege# nnd powers cf the United 
States, touching the ownership and con¬ 
trol of an Isthmian canal, based on the 
general principle of the freedom snd neu¬ 
trally *»f such a canal, that la declared 
In the Clayton-Bui war treaty, and Is In 
accordance with our well-established na¬ 
tional policy, often declared nnd n»»wr de¬ 
nied bv the Unite<1 States. 

Whatever sacrifice it may Involve In 
benefit* that might be otherwise claimed 
ns being exclusive In favor of the United 
Staten, In the absence of such an agree¬ 
ment for the benefit of alt nation*, t e 
American people approve the spirit of this 
agreement and will adhere to It as an ad¬ 
ditional evidence of their friendly scn*|- 
niertt toward all people who compete with 
them honorably for the Increase of the 
facilities of eommerco and for the exten¬ 
sion of good will to all the world

Formed Because An Armory Ha# No* 
Been Provided For It By 
the City. 


HOPKINS COUNTY’S TROUBLES. 


Frankfort. Ky.. Dec. 12.—fSpecial.]— 
The regular blennlaJ report of the State 
military department, the first that has 
been made iince IS97, was filed with the 
Governor to-day by Adjt. Gen. David R. 
Murray. The report is for the period 
commencing February 3, 1900, wb-n G^n. 
John B* Castleman became Adjutant 
Genera! temporarily, the records for 
some time before that date not being 
clear. 

Coming Into office as Assistant Ad¬ 
jutant General and later a 3 Adjutant 
General, the present official found the 
State Guard practically without organ¬ 
ization. and from that time until now-- 
he, with the assistance of Assistant 
Adjt Gen. Percy Holy and the com¬ 
manding officers of the regiments. h;.s 
been at work bringing order out • r 
chaos and establishing a State Guard 
that Is a credit to the State. This work 
of reorganising ha* about been com¬ 
pleted. The old Bradley-Taylor organ¬ 
izations of fast year have to a great 
extent been weeded out. and In many 
instance* mustered out of service alto¬ 
gether Every properly constructed or¬ 
ganization. regimental and company, 
that gave evidence that It was In such 
a state as to become efficient wa* re¬ 
tained in the service when it had the 
indorsement of the County Judge. 

• • • 

A Lengthy Report. 


The report of Gen. Murray Is of snm* 
length, taking up each detail cf the work 
he has been engaged In. especially the 
active service seen by companies of th* 
Guard, and closes with recv.mmendatlon# 
to the Governor of change# in the mil¬ 
itary law he thinks advisable. Among 
these I# one that th* military ap| )fV> - 
orration from the State Treasury be 
increased from $7,000 annually to $2T.00«, 
tfhe amount given to Kentucky by the 
Government annually, and another that 
*>me provision be made for gathering 
under the supervision of the depart¬ 
ment the records of Kentucky soldiers 
who served on the side of the South in 
the war between the States. 

• • • 

Expenditures. 


The report ahows that of th# legis¬ 
lative appropriation of 1900 for the re¬ 
organization of the State Guard there 
has been expended $29,572.73. Of this 
amount $26,311 was expended for ord¬ 
nance and clothing, leaving only $3,261 
expended In the actual work of reor¬ 
ganization. 

The State Guard is now made up of 
two regiments of Infantry, one battalion 
of artillery, five unassjgned companies of 
Infantry, one drum and bugle corps and 
one company of cadet*. The total 
*trength of the Guard i* given a# 1 746. 
When a regiment Is formed In the coun¬ 
ty of Jefferp.m. giving Louisville, as th* 
etatute requires, right companies, the 
five unaaslgned cotnpanieA will be at¬ 
tached. A partial reorganization of the 
Second and Third regiments will then 
be necessary. #o as to have a battalion 
of the First or Louisville regiment from 
counties lying outside of Jefferson coun¬ 
ty. Col. Murray says that he ha# been 
in no hurry to organize a regiment at 
Louisville, because of the fan that no 
armor)' has been provided by the city. 

says It Is useless to talk of form¬ 
ing # regiment there until the city tak*^ 
proper action In the matter "It 1»a* 
been with, the greatest difficulty." says 
he. ••that one company of artillery ha* 
found quarter# In the city anywl#c suit¬ 
able for them to use as an armory, 
and which Is at best but a makeshift. 
The r*lty Council has up to this time 
refused to take any action In the mat¬ 
ter T learn that the new Council will 
pnv-eed at once In this direction. • • • 
I hope during the Incoming year to be 
able to accomplish the organization of 
a good regiment, of Infantry there and 
to maintain In Ms present excellent con¬ 
dition the Battery A." 

• • • 

Naval Militia. 

Adjt, Gen. Murray also rail# atten¬ 
tion to the congressional appropriation 
of $75.nnn annually for th# organization 
of naval militia, in the various States. 
Of this appropriation $3,500 coqjc* to 
Kentucky, and it is hia purpose to or¬ 
ganize one company of naval militia. 
This company will be* given Instruction 
during summer months »>n board a ves¬ 
sel furnished by the Government An 
act of the General Assembly will be 
necessary to the organization of autb 
a company in Kentucky. 

• • • 

Active Service. 

The active service #*»*n by the Stat* 
organization during 1900 and 1901 was 
at Frankfort in February. 1900; in 
Whitley county, at Corbin. In January. 
1901. and In Hopkins county In Septem¬ 
ber. November and December. 1901. Col 
Murray rites at some length of the 
Hopkins county troubles. He think# 
that the civil authorities should go 
through the miner*’ camps and secure 
the names of all citizen# of the county 
entitled to remain In them, and that all 
others should be excluded. "The screed* 
of anonymous and of irresponsible 
newspaper writers who contend that 
there Is but one side, and that the min# 
owners’, have been scattered broad¬ 
cast." ways he. "Their contention that 
there Is but one side stamps them a# 
being blinded by partisanship or other¬ 
wise. and make their opinion# worth¬ 
ies*. yet liable to excite trouble and 
lead the uninformed Into error Tt may 
a* well be clearly understood that the 
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trooj * will not be used to, on the one 
hand, close down the mlnen or dis¬ 
lodge nonunion miners, nor on the 
ether hard to exterminate the miners’ 
union nor the union miners, but only 
to protect all alike In person, property 
and the exorcise of lemil right*. and 
to aid In bringing t*» punishment vio¬ 
lators of the law.” 

• • « 

Changes Suggested. 

The portion of the report containing 
the recommendations of changes In the 
present military laws, reads: 

“The Government appropriation for 
Kentucky, which can be drawn In sup¬ 
plies only, is >27.614.37 annually. It is a 
reel that the State Guard of Kentucky 
Is badly crippled by rc&flon of the fact 
that the State'n appropriation Is only 
>7.000 per war for Its malr tenance. It 
13 Impossible upon this small appropri¬ 
ation to maintain the State Guard in 
ouch a manner as to make* It a credit 
to the State or bring It up to a condi¬ 
tion of efficiency ami discipline. 1 
would recommend that the appropria¬ 
tion of the State be increased to an 
amount at least equal to the appro¬ 
priation made by the Government for 
Kentucky. When compared with many 
other States of the Union the appro- 
prlatlon seems very Insignificant. Sev¬ 
eral of th< States have appropriations 
of rrom >300.000 to 1300.000 annually, and 
our sister Sint * of Indiana has an an¬ 
nual appropriation of S75.000 However 
w- may regrr.t It a State Guard, effi¬ 
cient and well equipped, has become a 
necessity, ami our State cannot afford 
to neglect It. 

“I u«*uld also recommend amendment* 
to the Stat i Guard lav providing for a 
summary court-martial. to be appoint¬ 
ed by any company, batallloti or regi¬ 
mental commander, for the trial of les¬ 
ser offenses. The court-martials now' 
provided for are cumbersome and very 
expensive, though It la very necessary 
that punishment be Inflicted for minor 
breaches of discipline. 

“I would n’s < rrcommend that the of¬ 
ficer and ir* Id for their service* 

at the er.cr * Just as they are 

when In x ivlce. Stricter dis¬ 
cipline cuUi -nforced and more 

could be riqulred of men receiving 
compensation fur their time and work. 

"The bravery of the Kentucky sol¬ 
diers. Federal and Confederate. Is the 
pride of Kentucky; the memory of the 
dead of both armies Is a < oinniqn herit¬ 
age of Kentuckians, the records of our 
brothers whether of the gray or the 
blue are entitled to be preserved as a 
valuable portion of tbe glorious his¬ 
tory of Kentucky. Th** records of the 
Federal soldiers are now on file In this 
office, and f third; those of the Confed¬ 
erate army should be also. We are a 
common people, and the generation of 
to-day may trace in numerous In¬ 
stances Its ancestry Into the ranks of 
both the blue and the gray. Let the 
records of both be preserved. Both are 
an honor to the Commonwealth. 0

The annual report of the council w'hlch 
was first in order said In part: 

•'The past year has been one of encour¬ 
agement for the friends of civil service 
reform. It has seen the restoration to 
the classified service of some l.6»U posi¬ 
tions In the War Department, removed 
from it by the order of .May. 1699. the 
steady development of the merit system 
In ihe Philippine Island* and (be restora¬ 
tion of enure harmony in tbe relations 
of the league wtth the Civil Service Com- 
nr.**lon. _ , . 

“The language und official action of 
President Roosevelt leave no room for 
doubt us to his hearty sympathy with 
the friends of good government and mire 
politics. The recent election In New 
York will be almost certainly followed by 
« great advance In the practical applica¬ 
tion of the principles of the league.”

NOW IN HIS NINETIETH YEAR. 


STILL ACTIVELY ENGAGED IN 
STOVE BUSINESS. 


LIVED HERE SEVENTY YEARS.

With to-day commences the s vent eth 
year since Mr James S. Llthgow. per¬ 
haps the oldest man In Louisville stl I 
in active business, landed at the wharf 
at the foot of Third street. He was born 
In Pittsburg November 29. 1812. and 
hence is In the ninetieth year of his 
age. He had Just completed his appren¬ 
ticeship as a tinner when. In 1832, Gen. 
Jackson vetoed the U. 8. Bank Bill. This 
paralyzed business in Pittsburg and 
elsewhere. His employer came Into the 
shop the day the news reached Pittsburg 
and announced what had happened. and 
being a great Whig notified the entire 
force that the country was ruined, and 
that the shops would be Indefinitely 
closed. Mt. Llthgow was an enthus¬ 
iastic Jackson man. and did not hes¬ 
itate to sound a loud huzza for the 
hero of New Orleans, announcing to 
those present that he was going West. 
On Sunday morning he took passage rn 
the steamer Boston and landed In Lou¬ 
isville on Thursday morning. December 
13, 1832. Without means he started out 
early to look for work, and on the morn¬ 
ing of the next day went to work f~r 
Bland A Coleman, w'ho (»ad a tin and 
sheet Iron shop on Fourth street, be-

tween Market and Main. Here he work¬ 
ed six tyeeks. until he had accumulated 
enough money to move further West 
and South. He went to New Orleans 
and spent a week » eking employment 
without success. He returned to Lou¬ 
isville on the same boat and found em¬ 
ployment with Andrew Barnett, who 
sold stoves made In Cincinnati and had 
a tin shop, also on Fourth street. HI* 
next employment was with H.cks & Tny- 
lor. During this employment he became 
acquainted with Allen Wallace, a com¬ 
panion worker. During this time Janus 
& William MeCrum were large hard¬ 
ware dealers on Main street, and han¬ 
dled tin plate. The McCrums had come 
to know both Mr. Llthgow and Mr. Wal¬ 
lace. and Impressed with their Industry, 
honest bearing and trend for business, 
suggested to Mr. Llthgow that he and 
Mr Wallace go Into business on their 
own account, agreeing to supply them 
with tin plate and await Its being made 
into ware and sold before payment, and 
aid them otherwise financially. The 
conclusion was reached In a few hours, 
and next morning Mr. Wallace started 
East to buy tools, rented a cheap shop 
on Third street, and Mr. Llthgow went 
to work with his own hands to make 
benches and prepare generally for bus¬ 
iness. This was In 1836, when the firm 
of Wallace & Llthgow was organized. 
Their subsequent history is known to 
our older citizens. To review this his¬ 
tory In detail would be of Interest to 
readers generally and of profit to the 
younger generation. By Industry and 
strictest Integrity this firm became pne 
of the moat prominent and successful 
In what was then known as the West. 
Being successful they early established 
a stove foundry, and In this business— 
nearly seventy years now—this vener¬ 
able and honored citizen is yet engaged 

When hn fir*t reached I there 

was no foundry here for making stoves, 
and the city lay principally between 
First and Sixth streets and Market and 
the river. It is Intensely Interesting to 
hear Mr. Llthgow recall the incidents 
and tell of the men who figured promi¬ 
nently In those far back times. 

Perhaps no man ever lived In Louis¬ 
ville who w'os more esteemed or more 
universally loved. He has never sought 
office, although has at times been forced 
to serve In official capacity. He was a 
member of Council and Alderman, and 
without formal consent whs nominated 
and elected Mayor. His entire life as of¬ 
ficial, citizen, and In every capacity of 
life he has always fulfil'**' the fullest 
expectations and hopes of his friends, 
bringing applause even from opponents. 

Mr. Llthgow has always been a stanch 
member of the Methodist Church, and 
probably no layman bas been more 
prominent or has supported it with a 
more liberal hand His business career 
Is one for emulation by the young, while 
his record and Christian character have 
been such as to carry cheer to friends, 
and make him one of the historic liv¬ 
ing lights of Louisville.

SERVICE ON COMMISSIONER 


LEGAL WHILE POLICIES ARE IN 
FOBCTE OR LOSSES UNPAID. • 


A BANKING LAW DECISION. 


Frankfort. Ky.. Dec. 12.—(Special.]— 
The Court of Appeal* to-day construed 
the section of the Insurance laws pro¬ 
viding for service of notice upon the 
State Insurance Commissioner or any 
of the agent* In the caee of a foreign 
Insurance company doing buslms? in 
Kentucky, to mean that the consent to 
service on the Insurance Commlwloner 
Is not limited to the time when the for¬ 
eign company Is soliciting business ln 
the State, hut extend* to all business 
that it may do while here; that as long 
a* a policy ie In force or a loss theie- 
under remain* unsatisfied this content 
to service on the Commissioner of In¬ 
surance 1* blndlrg. 

The question was raised In the case 
of the Germania Insurance Company 
against S. A. Ashby, appealed from the 
Muhlenberg Circuit Court. The decision 
of to-day Is an affirmance of the Judg¬ 
ment of that court. 

Ashby sued to recover on a total loss 
of property insured. The company re¬ 
sisted on the ground that It had with¬ 
drawn from the State, and that service 
on the State Im*irance Commissioner 
was not legal. 

• • • 

Construction of Banking Laws. 


In reversing the Judgment of the Ma¬ 
son Circuit Court in the case of An¬ 
thony Weiand's administrator against 
the State National Bank of Maysville, 
the Court of Appeal* ruled that the 
death of the drawer operates as a revo¬ 
cation of the check, but If the check be 
paid by the bank before notice of the 
death the payment Is valid. 

The question wa* raised by the admin¬ 
istrator of Weland, who died on August 
19 , 1900. A few days before his death 
he drew a check payable to the John 
Hauck Brewing Company, of Cincinnati, 
for S36Q. It was presented for payment 
after the death of Weland. and after 
the bank had notice It paid >199. 
all on deposit to the credit of Weland. 
to th** brewing company. Later L. H. 
Roden, as administrator, presented a 
check at the hank for the $199. and the 
bank refused payment, showing that it 
had already paid the money to tne 
brewing company. Rod*n> cheek wag 
presented through another banking in¬ 
stitution. and he sued the appellee bank 
to recover the money and >500 damages 
for the Impairment of hi* credit. The 
court briow sustained a demurrer to 
tbe petition and disinissvd It. The de¬ 
cision of the court here is that the trial 
Judge erred In thle action, and orders 
that the demurrer of appellee bank be 
overruled. The court, with the excep¬ 
tion of Chief Justice Paynter. consider¬ 
ed the ca»e.

BIG STEEL PLANT PROJECTED. 


Pittsburg. Dec. 12.—Some extensive 
Improvements and enlargements of the 
various plants of the United States Steel 
Corporation have Just been deckled up¬ 
on by the Advisory Board of the bg 
steel combination. It has developed that 
the sole object of the Inspection tour of 
President C. M. Schwab and other of¬ 
ficers last month was to consider sug¬ 
gestions made by the district managers. 
The most important action of the board 
was a decision to largely increase the 
steel producing capacity of the corpora¬ 
tion. as the output of finished mateital 
Is far in advance of that of the Bess* - 
mer converters and open hearth plants. 

One of the plans is to equip all the 
open hearth furnaces of the Carnegie 
Reel Company, at Duquesne. Fa . that 
the steel may be made by the Monel! 
process, which has already proved suc¬ 
cessful at Homestead It Is estimated 
that »ne monthly output can be in¬ 
creased thousands of tons by adopting 
this process at ail of the open hearth 
plants of the company. 

It has been decided by the American 
Fheet Steel Company to install addi¬ 
tional mills for the rolling of heavier 
gauges, and the work is to be begun at 
a number of the plants In a short time. 

The American Tin Plate Company 
will also In the near future Install ma¬ 
chinery for the rolling of black plate 
for tin mills that will be largely auto¬ 
matic. It Is said on reliable authority 
that machinery In this process will do 
from two-thirds to three-Tourtha of the 
work now’ done by hand on hot mills, 
and the output will be materially In¬ 
creased.

IRON INDUSTRY HAMPERED. 

Alabama and Tennessee Interests Af¬ 
fected By Car Famine. 

Birmingham. Ala.. Dec. 12.—The ship¬ 
ments of pig Iron, cast Iron pipe and 
®toel from Alabama and Tennessee dur¬ 
ing the month of November show to¬ 
tal movements of 161.089 tons, against 
160,939 tons for the month of October 
*nd 140,663 tons during November. 1900. 

The total pig iron shipments amount¬ 
ed to 150,136 tons, against 145,670 tons 
In October and 127.735 tons In Novem¬ 
ber, 1900. The exports in pig Iron ship¬ 
ments last month amounted to only 403 
tons, against 752 in October and 26.000 
tons in November. 1900. 

The shipment* of east Iron pipe from 
A laUinia and Tennessee during last 
month amounted to 10.052, of whioli 271 
tons were exported. During October, 
cast iron pipe shipments amounted to 
15.209 tons, of which 122 tons were ex¬ 
ported. 

The steel shipments during November 
Amounted to 7.789 tons, against 5.539 
tuns in October. 

The car shortage in the district is be¬ 
lieved to have retarded the shipment 
of pig Iron, cast Iron pipe and steel.

The convention closed amid scenes of 
Jollification over the completion of u 
general organization of the Catholic lai¬ 
ty that has he*» n In progress the past 
v»ar While distinguished prelates have 
not only indorsed, but also co-operated 
in starting the federation, there seem* 
m b* an unwritten law that the organ¬ 
ization is not to he allied with the 
hierarchy. Th* name of Fa her Joseph 
Pfluger, <»f Buffalo, was eloquently pre¬ 
sented for membership on the Executive 
B^anl Bishop McFaul immediately 
took the stage and insisted that the 
framers of the constitution contemplated 
no clerical connection officially w;th the 
federation, and he Insisted thqt it waa 
distinctly n fedcratIon of laymen. All 
of the officers and members of the com¬ 
mittees ate laymen The only excep¬ 
tion Is that of the spiritual adviser, nn I 
all fathollc orders make this exception, 
even the amateur literary societies. 

It is sold that the rhanges In the 
notional officers was largely due to the 
opposition to all having political aspir¬ 
ations. Judge Thomas W. FitageraJd, 
of Brooklyn, one of the first vice presi¬ 
dents; ex-Sen a tor John J. Coyle, of 
Philadelphia, the first chairman of the 
Executive Board: John J. O’Rourke, qf 
Philadelphia, the first secretary, and 
other original promoters were dropped 
from the official positions in the feder¬ 
ation.

Appropriations For Green River. 

The fact that Kentucky has no rep¬ 
resent atlon on the Rivera and Harbors 
Committee Is not auspicious of appro¬ 
priations for the necessary work on our 
streams. Kentucky has so many riv¬ 
ers, however, that Congress may feel 
liberally disposed to the needs of the 
Stftt®. Mr. David H. Smith, Repre¬ 
sentative from the Fourth district, has 
already called attention to the press¬ 
ing needs for improvement In a long 
neglected but moat important field. He 
has offered a bill calling for appropri¬ 
ations for building locks and dams on 
? Green river so as to extend navigation 
ef far up as Greensbtirg. 

The value of Green river to the State 
has never attracted the attention It de¬ 
serves. This beautiful and magnificent 
stream requires but a little touch of 
Improvement to open up for commerce 
& rich and populous country at present 
sadly destitute of proper transportation 
facilities. It Is said to be one of the 
deepest streams of Its size In the world, 
and It flows through one of the richest 
mineral, timber and agricultural 
regions In the State. There are vast 
deposits of iron. coal, asphalt and oil 
all along its banks, but beyond the 
reach of present railroad lines. Prof. 
N. S. Shaler. when State Geologist, 
published a report In which he said 
there was enough Iron ore in one of 
these districts In Edmonson county to 
supply all the mills and furnaces of 
America for hundreds of years. 
The mineral wealth of the country 
drained by the upper Green Is very 
great and along it stands some of the 
Umber left lu the Bouth. No 
efforts worth ihe mention have ever yet 
been made to Interest lh»* Government 
In the improvements that are so much 
Bteedc*!. though Capt. Sibert. the engi- 
n*e.* fan charge of the improvements on 
the Ohio until thl=< week, recommended 
t the bui'ding of additional locks and 
j dam.- that would bring navigation up 
to Brownsville in Kdmon*<in county 
klr. Rmlth deserves well for the In 
F tercet baa shown fur the State m 
r this matter, and It is to be hoped bis 
bdl will receive consideration. 

Get the Army Post. 

The pctlon of the Board of Trade in 
B^imablijstiing a bureau for the purpose 
i of securing the location of an army 
£ poet in the State is patriotic and well 
F conceived Since ihere Is to be such 
an expansion Iri the army. Kentucky 
might us well have some of the Inci¬ 
dental benefits to be derived therefrom 
An army post would mean the- expendi¬ 
ture of very large sums fn purchase and 
to L< fiyUowsd b) i.

the difference of opinion among Repub¬ 
lican organs upon this subject, but they 
furnish a complete answer to the abuse 
heaped upon Democrats for abolishing 
In effect the Aldrich reciprocity, which 
rested mainly upon free sugar. Both 
parties have since agreed that sugar 
must be tax»x!. and hence that reciproc¬ 
ity must be put upon some other ground 
than that of the act of IS90. But this 
is no reason for abandoning reciprocity 
altogether. 


Two Organs On Sugar. 

A'recent issue of the New York Tri¬ 
bune. th»* Immemorial organ of protec¬ 
tion. constitut'd an article from which 
this is an extract. 

“Th*rr sewra to be only one thing to do 
that will he v'onstiftent with both honor 
and Interest. That Is to make a reciprocal 
arrangement with Cuba aa will assure to 
ns the major portion of her trade. Such 
utf HtTungemOfU was made In Ihttn under 
the direction of Harrison, McKinley and 
Blaine, with the result that o'V sales 
were doubled In two years. Republicans 
should not be afraid to restore the pro¬ 
visions of the McKinley Bill.** 

Those who remember the cackling that 
was done over the reciprocity arrange¬ 
ments made in accordance with the pro¬ 
visions of Section 3 of the McKinley act. 
and the extrav<igant claims subsequent¬ 
ly made of their effects in the extension 
of our trade, may be somewhat at a losa 
to know why there are so few of the 
advocate* of reciprocity left among 
those who applauded that of the at t 
of I81H) and condemned the Democrats 
for putting an end to those arrange¬ 
ments. The reason why the reciprocity 
of the Mc Kinley Bill was applauded wai 
because it gave up nothing which had 
not already been given up by the bill 
itself. The reason why It was not con¬ 
tinued was that It rested primarily and 
chiefly on free sugar, and the needs of 
the revenue demanded that the tax on 
raw sugar should be re-imposed. With¬ 
out free sugar there was no adequate 
basis for the McKinley reciprocity. We 
call It McKinley reciprocity because It 
was In the law that bore his name, 
though he did not put it there. It was 
added by the Senate, and Senator Al- 
drioh Jst understood to bay# formulated 
fbe section. 

The points with reference to the rec¬ 
iprocity of the McKinley law. which 
ought properly to be called Aldrich rec¬ 
iprocity. are »o strongly stated by an¬ 
other extreme organ of protection, the 
Ww York Prcss, that It is worth while 
to notice whet it says In reply to the 
Tribune. Tt speak* of “the appalling 
blunder of free sugar” in the act of 1890. 
and says that "It was that destructive 
cut In the country's revenues whioh has 
enabled the opposition, with some degree 
of plausibility, to lAy a share of the 
blame for the depression of 1893-97 at 
Republican doors. The one point of 
agreement of the tariff makers of both 
parties in this country for the last sev¬ 
en years is that this Item could not 
be spared. To this agreement Mr. Mc¬ 
Kinley came, as we have noted, in sign. 
Ing the present tariff.” 

The main point, however, Is the prac¬ 
tical operation of the Aldrich reciproc¬ 
ity In Cuba, of which there was so much 
boasting. On that point the Press eays: 

#, Our »aJes to Cuba did double nearly 
betw*vn laid and 1893. They Increased 
from $12J»4.{«>S to 324.131.698. Birt our pur¬ 
chases from Cuba In the same y*ars 
Increased to fT8.706.fj06. leaving an adverse 
balance of trade of over J54.000,C<M, Hero 
was undoubtedly a largely contributory 
cause to the gold drain ksutfng to the 
h£»rarte depletion of the reserve. l’n- 
feCt in the flush Republican times. It 
added to the general wreck which fol¬ 
lowed ohe Democratic assault on the tar¬ 
iff In the ckvtoTTwa years of the second 
Cleveland pms'd^ncy." 

This Is not at all new. but w* quite 
it as an offset to what Is said on the 
subject by other strenuous adv._cates of 
protection. That which Is said of the 
"Democratic aysault cn the tariff” is 
not true, for the panic of 1893 came 
more than a year before the parage 
of the WllaKin Bill. The Courier-Jour¬ 
nal has always admitted that the Al¬ 
drich reciprocity did Increase our ?al»*s 
to Cuba largely, but ft Repeatedly point. 
e«l out that, according to the Repub¬ 
lican theory. It worked badly because It 
increased our purchase* to a still larger 
degree. Sugar was not. however, put 
on the dutiable list for thl* r^a^.n, but 
because the revenue wa* needed, and 
in this the Democratic policy was fol¬ 
lowed by the Republicans. It *ia at 
least cheerful to note that there are 
some Republican papers willing to ad¬ 
mit tne blunder of free sugar. 

The Pr**ss goes on to show that the 
Increased sale* to t*uba cost a good deal 
of revenue In 1891 tb*re were $26,044,- 
&02 worth of free imports from Cuba, 
and $35,669,893 dutiable In l$93 there 
were $66,049,369 free and $12,657,137 duti¬ 
able. Thus the Press figure* out that 
we lost the duties on $23.0Oft,000 worth 
of importations, and increased the bal¬ 
ance of trade against us, a thing which 
Republican* particularly deprecate. 

As t!i» Courier-Journal has already 
pointed out reciprocity with Cuba means 
some loss of revenues, but It ctoes n ?t 
necessarily mean free sugar. The ex-

Virginia’s Tercentenary. 

The recommendation of Gov. Tyler, 
of Virginia, that a gieat exposition be 
held in that. State in 1907 to commem¬ 
orate the three hundredth anniversary 
of the settlement nf Jamestown, has 
been variously received by the presa. 
One of the Philadelphia newspaper?*, the 
Press, think* that while this settlement 
wa* attended with danger* und hard¬ 
ships, "it was not a movement out of 
which would have grown a nation or 
which could have furthered a worthy 
cause." The best answer to give to this 
I* that a great nation did grow out of 
it. for It wa* the flint permanent «•.- 11 U— 
ment of English-speaking people In the 
territory of the United States, and the 
Hrft white settlement within the limits 
of the «* 4 *lginal thirteen colonies. This 
happened thirteen years before the 
much-lauded Incident at Plymouth 
Rock, however the latter may be re¬ 
garded. According to the usual cus¬ 
tom in speaking of the beginnings of a 
nation, the United States had their 
origin in the settlement of Jamestown. 

There are other papers that take 
quite a dierent view from that quoted 
of the importance of the settlement at 
Jamestosvn. But th-e suggestion 1 * fre¬ 
quently made that, however worthy of 
commemoration the event may be, an 
expedition is not IJkel y to prove a fi¬ 
nancial succea*. The exposition at Buf¬ 
falo in recent and well remembered; 
there is the Charleston Phow now under 
way. and the St. Louis exposition Juat 
«head. Such exhibition* are becoming 
alarmingly frequent, while there ap¬ 
pears to be a decadence In the desire 
to see them. Hence It ha* been sug¬ 
gested that If the Jainej*town celebra¬ 
tion. which Is. of course, inevitable, 
were to take some other shape, a se¬ 
rious pecuniary loss might be averted. 
However, if the Virginian* are deter¬ 
mined to take the risk, there Is nothing 
more to be said, and everybody In Ken¬ 
tucky. at least, will wish the enterprise 
the largest measure of success possible.

He has taken no 
perceptible hand lu politic* und has re¬ 
mained friendly with all factions of the 
party There was some objection to 
Mr. Hill serving In the Western dis¬ 
trict on account of his home being In 
Eastern Kentucky. He wa* placed In 
thi* position, however, by the division 
of the State into two Judicial district*. 
The tight was not carried as far as 
Washington and Mr. HUl was reap¬ 
pointed without any strenuous solicita¬ 
tion on the part of his friends. The 
objection on the grounds of his remote 
residence wa* overcome anyhow by the 
announcement that he has removed 
permanently to Louisville.

JtEMABKABLE LIFE STORY OF 
THE MAN WHO DEFIES 


MONEY KINGS IN COPPER FIGHT 


New York, Dec. 12—The Telegram 

Bays 

No figure In finance or sport has been 
more conspicuous this year than that 
of Thomas W. Lawson, about whom to¬ 
day a storm rages that Is disturbing 
the money centers of America. En¬ 
gland. France and Germany. He Is to 
the outside world a man of mystery as 
well as a man of millions and a fighter. 
To-day he defies the money kings of the 
United States and says that though he 
Is losing fortunes every day he will not 
•*go broke,” but that when the 'copper 
war is over he will be the victor. 

Few men have come In for a larger 
share of criticism from enemies or have 
had to defend themselves from fiercer 
attacks. He has been bitterly assailed 
recently for Ills fight against the New 
England Gas and Coke Company and 
for his action In building the yacht In¬ 
dependence to defend the America’s 
Cup. He asserts that It is the interests 
concerned in th*se caj.es that have at¬ 
tacked his copper holdings so savagely 
and caused him to lose $4,000,000 within 
a few months. 

On October 12 last he was “caught'* 
In copper. His najme has been synony¬ 
mous with copper for several years, 
and the Amalgamated Copper Company 
was to a certain extent the creation 
of his brain. The attacks on the stock- 
made by the Rockefeller and other In¬ 
terests have up to date made his hold¬ 
ings less valuable by $4,000,000 than 
during times of peace. It was said that 
Lawson's former associates In copper 
had turned on him and were deter¬ 
mined to “break” him. But he was not 
cost down and declared the stock would 

come out all right. 

• • • 

Lawson’s Own Version. 


In telling of the sudden drop in cop¬ 
per Mr. Lawson says: 

“It may seem odd that a man In my 
position, pretending to know Coppers, 
should find himself In such a position. 
But I had reason to believe that all 
matters connected with Amalgamated 
were tranquil and I was busily engaged 
In what we call a bull campaign. I had 
not only all my old holdings, which 
have always been large, but 1 had pur¬ 
chased very heavily. 

“The action of the directors of one of 
the Amalgamated’s subsidiary compa¬ 
nies In passing a dividend was a sur¬ 
prise, but 1 proceeded to pull myself to¬ 
gether closely—so closely that no hu¬ 
man agency could compel me lo mar¬ 
ket my holdings in Amalgamated, 
which were over ItO.rtoO shares. This 1 
accomplished In three or four days, 
and to do it 1 threw’ over at the best 
price 1 could get iny very large hold¬ 
ings of Anaconda, Parrott, Sugar and 
other speculative stocks.” 

Duy by day the attacks on the Amal¬ 
gamated Copper Company’s stock have 
become more savage and costly. From 
130, the price, at which the stock was 
held only a few months ago, It has 
been forced down to Jens than 65 as>a 
result of the attacks of men who had 
millions with which to fight. The com¬ 
pany Is not a producing one. but deals 
In the shares of producers. The Law - 
son favorite among these latter Is the 
Trinity Copper Company, shares. In 
which dropped from 25 to 10 on Sat¬ 
urday.

Mr. Lawson Is a fine specimen of 
physical manhood. He In tall, athletic 
and In the prime of life. He Is smiling 
and democratic, as might be Inferred 
from the habit of calling him “Tom.” a 
liberty that no true Bostonian would 
take without great provocation. It is 
said that ten years ago. after one of 
his reverses, this daring speculator 
could not raise $100. He began by suc¬ 
cessful deals In copper on his own ac¬ 
count, and became conspicuous by get¬ 
ting John D. Rockefeller and his asso¬ 
ciates Into a great financial combina¬ 
tion to buy up the beat mines In the 
country. H»*r© is his own story of how* 
he managed the deal that enhanced the 
stock of three companies alone by the 
sum of $166.000,(KM): 

“Boston Is the home of copper In¬ 
vestments. That may sound strange to 
many, but the fact remains that for 
fifty years copper has been the only 
peculation Indulged In by Bostonians, 
t came natural for me, therefore, to 
take a hand In the copper game. The 
only w*ay the Bostonian gambles in a 
big way Is In his coppers, 

“Chicago gambles In w*heat. New 
Y<»rk in stocks and running horses, but 
old Boston has never been weaned 
away from copper. The old Boston 
chap doesn’t think It Is gambling to 
dabble in copper stock. 

“Many years ago Boston laid the 
foundation of Us present wealth, and 
through Michigan copper, and Calumet 
nnd Hecln Is the cause of Boston's 
wealth to-day. 

“In this early day copper was practi¬ 
cally unknown outside of Boston. For 
several years I had been conducting 
an Investigation In the copper Indus¬ 
try. one of the greatest In the w*orld. 
1 found that one pound of copper which 
any one could take out of the ground 
for six or seven cents could be sold at 
Its place of consumption tor twelve and 
fourteen cents. In other words. I found 
that there was a profit of 100 per cent. 
1 figured out that that was an enor¬ 
mous legitimate industry. Learning 
this and feeling satisfied that there was 
a great future In the metal from a 
business point of view, 1 investigated, 
with the view of ascertaining why 
large capital had not been investigated 
or Interested Itself In copper.

CRESCENT HILL LINE TO GO 
DOWN JEFFERSON STREET. 


New Route Will Afford Passengers 
the Privilege of Transferring At 
Second Street. 


As a courtesy to the Crescent Hill 
people. President Mlnary. of the Louis¬ 
ville Railway Company, has so arrang¬ 
ed that the suburban line, which now 
run* down Green street, will at an 
early date be transferred to Jefferson 
street. 

The Crescent Hill people were ex¬ 
tremely anxious to get a car line, and 
In order to accommodate thtm as quick¬ 
ly as possible the company ran the line 
down Green street, which was the only 
line that could be connected with the 
suburban road At once. The country 
people registered a complaint. They did 
not wish to ride on Green street. Also, 
they wanted transfers, a privilege which 
they had when formerly the Walnut- 
street route w’tts In use, but which was 
Impossible with a Green-street line. 

Then the company decided, after lis¬ 
tening to the question, to transfer the 
line from Green to Jefferson street It 
will be run as an extenalon of the East 
JefTerson-street line, and transfers will 
be given as usual at Second street. 

The Green-street line will be put back 
upon the old basis. 

These changes are to go Into effect 
as soon as the right of way can b<.* se¬ 
cured from the Council and 690 feet of 
track laid from Baxter avenue to the 
head of the present Jefferson-street line.

His Rise Like Fairy Tale. 

The story of Aladdin’s lamp Is hardly 
more dazzling than the career of this 
young American, for he Is barely for¬ 
ty-one years old. The story of his leap 
from poverty to wealth reads like a 
fairy tale, but his ups and downs In 
the hurly-burly of the great world 
could have taken place In no other age 
but this and In few other lands than 
the United State*.

Mr. Harvey Joiner's annual exhibition 
of paintings, now In progress at h!s 
studio In the Courier-Journal building. Is 
th© most Interesting and perhaps the best 
that he has ever given. It is pleasant 
to perceive that Mr. Joiner paints better 
and better th© older h© grows, his art 
mellowing with the years. He Is by no 
means an old man. but he has reached a 
time of life when, with many men. devel¬ 
opment ceases. But the soul of the real 
artist Is always juvanescent, and Mr. 
Joiner has that sort of a aoul and put* 
It In his pictures. At least, he puts it in 
his landscapes; his figures ar© not so 
much alive os his groves and streams, his 
meadows and hillsides and flelds. This 
fact he seems to have recognized him¬ 
self. and this year presents fewer figures 
than formerly he presented to the public. 
"A Summer Reminiscence,” a young girl 
s^nKed on a rock In the sea.

This also Includes Sun¬ 
day. 

In the Second district, the hours are 
practically the same, except on Satur¬ 
day. when they are given the privilege 
of remaining open until 11 p. m.. and on 
Sunday they may op.m at 6 a. m In 
the Second district the prices will be: 
Shaving, ten cents; hair cut twenty 
c©nts; neck shaving, five cent*, except 
when given with a hair cut, singe, sea 
foam or tonic. Children’s hair cut Is 
fifteen cent# except on Sunday, when 
It is twenty cents. 

The First district takes In all the 
shop* In the central portion of the city, 
which accounts for the five cents’ dif¬ 
ference charged for a hair cut.

F R09PECT8 for the Southern

President Aaron 
Frank, of the local association, returned 
to-day from Memphis, where he went to 
Investigate the situation. He said: 

"It seems that the Memphis manage¬ 
ment is more desirous of getting rid of 
us than any other city In the league. I 
•ent a message to Charley Frank, noti¬ 
fying him that I would like to meet him. 
I waited there two hours, but he did not 
appear Judging from appearances, it 
seems that most of the cities have been 
prejudiced against Little Rock, even 
claiming that a visiting team could not 
win n game here, as the public would not 
allow It. and even If they did they would 
be mobbed, and that we mob umpires, 
and all that sort of thing. 

“In the event the members of the league 
overstep their authority and take away 
our franchise, we will at once Institute 
proceedings In the Federal Court for dam¬ 
ages. thereby tying up the league. We 
would not like to he forced to resort to 
such an action. We are not saving this 
to bluff the other members of the league. 
We have certain rights that must he re¬ 
spected. and we shall insist upon them, 
we have other plans in view in the event 
we are put out of the league, that We 
can put In effect, that will not Improve 
the condition of baseball In the South. 
The Memphis management seeins to he 
the leader in trying to force the Little 
Rock club out of the league. We don't 
know why It should be so. but had we 
finished fifth or sixth It would probably 
have been different.” 

SCHOOL THE HORSES. 


RESULTS ON THE COAST. 


Starter Fitzgerald Says Folts of 
Future Will Kecehe Their 
Harrier Education. 


S ’ TARTER FITZGERALD, who Is 
officiating at the New Orleans 
meeting, says: 

"The race horse of the future 
will receive his barrier education shortly 
after he becomes bridle wise, and It Is safe 
to say that 75 per cent, of the yearlings 
broken and handled to any extent In the 
Vicinity of New York this fall have been 
•ehooled at the barrier. Nearly all the 
prominent racing firms, and especially 
those who have private training quarters, 
have their own machines. 

"It Is a pleasure to start the two-year- 
Old. especially In the spring of the year, 
before many of them have been spoiled 
by Jockeys who twist and whirl them 
about until the Intelligent youngsters be¬ 
lieve that Is the proper thing to do. or 
until their tempers have been soured by 
too much racing. If permitted to do so 
they will stand in line and display nn In¬ 
telligence almost human, putting forth 
their best endeavors to beat each other 
a* soi*u .as called upon. 

"Borne years ago many trainers did not. 
school their two-year-olds, nnd as a con¬ 
sequence tho*© that w’erc broken mid 
understood their business had to wait at 
the poet frequently half un hour or more, 
while the starter did the work that some¬ 
body else whb being paid for. that of¬ 
ficial naturally not caring to leave one 
or more of the contestants at the post 
"Happily this has nil passed, the Jockev 
Chib In Its wisdom Imposing a fine of 
fcV» on the trainer of any horse sent to 
the harrier untrained. With the no re¬ 
call system In vogue it is up to the train¬ 
er to have his horse thoroughly broken 
and the public and the owner knows 
Where to place the responsibility If the 
horses do not get away from the post."

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SHY AT TRUST 


Congress Averse To Car¬ 
negie Gift of Stock. 


CHANGE IN OFFER LIKELY. 


FBESIDENT TO SUGGEST CASH 
OR UNITED STATES BONDS. 


RECOGNITION OF THE COMBINE 


Chicago, Dec. 12.—A Washington tele¬ 
gram to the Record-Herald say*: 

Congress Is dispose to look In the 
mouth of Andrew Carnegie’s gift horse. 
It does not like the steel trust which it 
finds there. Wednesday it became 
known that the e*u«e of the delay of 
the public announcement of Mr. Car¬ 
negie’s generous gift, wtikti President 
Roosevelt had expected to make Tues¬ 
day by means of a special me?aige to 
Congress, la the fact that Mr. Carnegie 
proposed to give, not $10,000,000 in carfh. 
btiLtl9.000.000 in United States Steel pre- 
fepfred stock. In this form It Is feared 
Congress could not be Induced to accept 
the endowment, and it is probable the 
offer will «oon be renewed In cash. 
United States bonds or acceptable se¬ 
curities. 

Mr. Carnegie’s proposition was A • give 
$10,000,000 of steel trust stock to a board 
of regents, to be organised by act of 
Congress, and to be named either by 
Mr. Carnegie himself or by President 
Roosevelt. This great sum was to he 
held In trust for fifty years, only the 
income to be dex'oted to the special 
scientific investigations and explora¬ 
tions which the donor wishes to encour¬ 
age. The income from this stock would 
be $500,000 a year, and in his fetter to 
the President Mr. Carnegie offered to 
guarantee that the Income Should never 
fall below this sum. His estate should 
be bound to make up any deficiency 
that might arise through feasible dis¬ 
aster to the United State* Steel Corpo¬ 
ration. 

President Roosevelt was ready to send 
his special manage to Congress Tues¬ 
day. according to the programme ar¬ 
ranged a week ago. but on consulting a 
few Senators he found there was objec¬ 
tion to congreaflffaonal acceptance of the 
gift In 9 t***l trust stock. Thene Senators 
were asked to confer with some of their 
colleagues. They did so. and the Judg¬ 
ment of the leaders of the Senate, al¬ 
most without exception. Is that It would 
\te n mistake to send to Congress a pro¬ 
posal that the United Stales Govern¬ 
ment accept the gift in such securities. 
It is understood that President Roose¬ 
velt ban undertaken the delicate task of 
suggesting to Mr. Carnegie that a con¬ 
version of the stock hi to ctu*h or Gov¬ 
ernment bonds and an amendment of 
the terms of the proffer would b«* ad¬ 
visable. Whether or not Mr. Carnegie 
has accepted this suggestion and acted 
upon it cannot be learned here, but It 
is presumed that he has, or will do &> 
at an early (hue. 

• • • 

Must Bow To Prejudice- 


Senators who gave this advice to the 
President say they did so with great 
teluotance. They did not like to appear 
i apdoua as to the character of the se¬ 
curities ofTered, but on the other hand 
they must pay rove attention to popu¬ 
lar prejudices. 

The Governmofvt is asked formally to 
accept a gift and to give a charter to 
an Institution which Is endowed wholly 
by the stock of a corporation which 
many Senators and Representatives and 
a large share of the public regard as 
an Illegal corporation, or at least as a 
corporation that la violating a law of 
the United States. A group of promi¬ 
nent Senators were discussing the mat¬ 
ter to-day when one of them said: 

“If Congress were to accept Mr. Car¬ 
negie’s gift of $10,000,000 of steed trust 
certificates It would In a sense put the 
seal of its official approval upon that 
trust. The fact that Mr. Carnegie’s 
offering Is in trust stock .means that 
it presents ten million reasons why 
Congress cannot accept It. The Attor¬ 
ney General of the United States has 
been asked to prosecute that trust as 
a violator of Federal laws. He has 
refused to do It At thla very moment 
his nomination to be Attorney Gener¬ 
al. not yet confirmed, is under the scru¬ 
tiny of the Senate, and one of the 
charges brought against him is that 
he has failed to do his duty In pros¬ 
ecuting that trust It is further charged 
that before he was nominated for At¬ 
torney General by President McKinley 
he advised the organizers of this trust 
how to violate the law and escape pun¬ 
ishment. Under these circumstances, 
how could Congress accept In the name 
of the Government a trusteeship of the 
securities of that corporation? It la 
impossible." 

This is a fair sample of the views ex¬ 
pressed by many Senators. Of course 
there Is no hostility whatever to Mr. 
< 'arnegle. Everyon** speaks in terms of 
the warmest appreciation and admira¬ 
tion of the great iron master’s gener¬ 
ous public spirit. But Senators are 
positive in their opposition to any Gov- 

• rnment recognition of the steel trust. 
They say the Government cannot go 
Into any partnership with Mr. Carnegie 
that might be construed as recognition 
of the legality of his securities. Of 
course It is splendid of Mr. Carnegie 
to take ten of the two hundred and 
ferty millions of such securities, which 
he is understood to own. and offer them 
to the cause of science. But Senators 
ere unwilling to accept the ten on 
terms which might be held as validat¬ 
ing the remaining 230.000.000. Only one 
Senator has gone ho far as to suggest 
that Mr. Carnegie had such legaliza¬ 
tion In his mind w hen he proposed this 
benefaction, and thlfc unworthy thought 
•tan promptly, and emphatically re¬ 
pelled by his confreres. 

Readers In the scientific world fear 
Mr. Carnegie may resent this rejection 

• •f his gift and withdraw his offer. But 
this view Is not held nt the White 
House or by those who have advised 
Mr. Carnegie In the development of his 
plans. They believe he will renew* his 
offer in cash or Government bonds. Al¬ 
though Steel preferred is worth only 
90 tn the mnrkot. Mr. Carnegie prob¬ 
ably would hot mind the odd million, 
as It Is well understood he lx willing 
to make this endowment fifteen or 
twenty millions If it should appear 
probable that ro great a sum could he 
used to good advantage.

UNIONISTS VOTE AGAINST MIX¬ 
ED CENTRAL LABOR BODY. 


DECISIONS AGAINST LABOR. 


President Gompers Makes a Hot 
Speech Against Printing Them 
in the Minutes. 


Scranton, Pa., Dec. 12.—The negro 
problem In the South so far a* it re¬ 
lates to unionism was unexpectedly in¬ 
jected into the proceedings of the Amer¬ 
ican Federation of I*abor to-day. 
The long standing conflict between the 
Socialists and Trade Unionists was nlsj 
vigorously debated. 

The Socialist incident came up at. the 
morning session during the di^custion 
of a committee report indorsing most 
of the recommendations contained in 
President Compers* annual report. D. 

A. Hayes, of Philadelphia, president of 
the National Glaxs Bottle Blower*, and 
Max Hayes, of the Cleveland Central 
Labor Union, a well-known Socialist, 
made speeches strongly urging the en¬ 
forcement of laws prohibiting child la¬ 
bor. The latter read a long list of de¬ 
cisions rendered by Federal and State 
courts against organized labor. A mo¬ 
tion to have the list printed in the min¬ 
utes brought President Gompers. who 
was not In the chair at the time, to hU 
feet and the del*»gates were treated to a 
three-minute passionate speech. He said 
It was unfair to incorporate the list In 
the minutes in that way, and suggested 
that a Itet of the trade union victories 
should be printed along with It He 
concluded by denouncing the “attempt 
to dhow that trade unionism Is a fail¬ 
ure" and characterized It as an out¬ 
rage. A wave of applause swept over 
the convention as Mr. Gompers took his 
seat. The motion was defeated after W. 

B. Wilson, of the miners, had spoken 
along the same lines as Mr. Gompers 
and the recommendations of the presi¬ 
dent were adopted, except the one re¬ 
ferring to a general defense fund. The 
committee's suggestion that the fund 
be rj;sed by natlonul and labor unions 
Instead of by the American Federation 
of Labor was adopted.

The Negro Question. 


The negro question came up when the 
Committee on law reported a resolu¬ 
tion compelling all local unions affiliated 
with the Federation to Join the Central 
Labor bodies in their respective locali¬ 
ties. William Henry Clay, one of the 
two colored delegates from Virginia, 
made the point that the Federation 
last week In deciding a contested seat 
where the color line was brought Into 
question had authorized the creation of 
a separate central Union In Richmond 
for colored workmen. The resolution 
was debated for more than an hour by 
many delegates. Charles C. Bckard. of 
the Anniston, Ala., Trade* Council, 
made the principal speech In opposi¬ 
tion to the resolution. He wild the prop- 
oMtiun would compel white unions to 
take in negroes, and if adopted by the 
convention 90 per cent, of the unions 
Bouth of Mason and Dixon's line would 
sei>-de from the Federation. He de¬ 
clared the people of the North did uot 
understand the negro problem. Hi* re¬ 
marks had some influence on the dele¬ 
gates and the recommendation of the 
Committee on Uw wjs defeated. 

• • • 

Family Quarrel Dropped. 


The Pacific coast delegates fought 
among themselves the proposition to 
drop all unions from State, national or 
international unions unless they Join 
the American Federation uf Labor. 
The measure was ’ particularly aimed 
at the San Francisco Building Trade®, 
which is ut out? with the Central La¬ 
bor Union of that city. The Commit¬ 
tee on Uw recommended that the mat¬ 
ter be dropped on the ground that such 
a stt?p would be unwte* and the con¬ 
vention adopted the recommendation. 

It wsa decided that hereafter the an¬ 
nual <x«nventlon of the Federation shall 
be held on the second Thursday of No¬ 
vember of each year. 

J. H. Bowman, of Chicago, presented 
a. resolution Instructing the president 
of the Federation to protest against the 
confirmation by the United Staten Sen¬ 
ate of the appointment of Frank E. Ba¬ 
ker an United States Circuit Court 
Judge In Indiana. The reason for the 
protest Is that Baker Is a *on of Judge 
John H. Baker, of Indiana polls, uho 
had granted Injunctions against some 
union workmen. 

A special Committee on Autonomy 
and the committee hating charge of 
the socialistic re-solutions were in ses¬ 
sion during the day and evening and 
each probably will make it* report to¬ 
morrow. It Is likely a session will be 
held to-morrow night so that the con¬ 
vention can (^omplete its work Satur¬ 
day. There Is much lobbying going on 
among tfi* delegates over the election 
of additional officers. The belief pre¬ 
vails among most of the delegates that 
the scheme to increase ihe number of 
vlw presidents from »lx to seven or 
eight will go through and In that case 
a scramble for the place* is likely to 
ocour.

JUDGE EVANS’ REMARKS 


BEFORE TAKING INJUNCTION 
' SUIT UNDER SUBMISSION. 


WILL ENFORCE RIGIDLY. 


Jiestraining Order Already Granted 
the Reinecke Coal Co. Against 
Wood and Others. 


WHAT THE MINERS CLAIM. 


Argument on the motion of the 
Reinecke Coal Mining Company, of Hop¬ 
kins county, for a perpetuul restraining 
order against resident James D. 
Woods, of the United Mine Workers of 
Kentucky, and others, was made before 
Judge Evans, of the United States 
Court, yesterday morning. The mine 
owners were represented by the firm of 
Helm. Bruce & Helm, of Louisville, and 
Gordon & Gordon, of Madlsonville. 

At the conclusion of the argument 
Judge Evans announced that he would 
take the case under submission, but, be¬ 
fore doing so. he made a vigorous state¬ 
ment, declaring that he had no sym¬ 
pathy- with the attempts of armed men 
to prevent other men from working for 
Whom they chose, when and where they' 
chose, and that all the power of the 
court would be used to protect the prop¬ 
erty and the persons of all employed 
by them. In spite of every attempt on 
the part of those who desired to Inter¬ 
fere with such property and the per¬ 
sons of those employed In its develop¬ 
ment, 

• • • 

OrdeT Rigidly Enforced. 

Judge Evans further said that he 
•wished It clearly understood that the 
restraining order already granted by 
him would be rigidly enforced, and any 
disobedience must at once be brought 
to the knowledge of the court. In clos¬ 
ing, he promised to take the case under 
submission and to examine carefully 
Unto the record for the facts. 

Mr. Helm Bruce made the first argu¬ 
ment. saying that for weeks the owners 
<of the mines had felt that neither their 
Jives nor property were safe from the 
attacks of the union miners. 

Attorneys Gordon & Gordon confined 
their argument chiefly to a graphic de¬ 
scription of the alleged lawlessness of 
the union miners encamped In the vi¬ 
cinity of the Reinecke minea The at¬ 
torneys for the company kept their ar¬ 
guments closely in line with the allega¬ 
tions mode In the bill of complaints. 

This bill alleges that the complainant 
is nowr employing 245 men, the majority 
of whom are colored With a few ex¬ 
ception. nil reside In Mndlsonville. be¬ 
tween which pi ace and the complainant’s 
mines, a mile distant. Is a public high¬ 
way. over which the employes are com¬ 
pelled to pass daily on their way to 
and from work. 

• • • 

• Over 400 Armed Men. 


The bill further alleges that the de¬ 
fendants and many other persons, 
whose names are unknown, have 
wrongfully combined and conspired to¬ 
gether to prevent the operation of the 
mines, and that they have organized 
Into a hostile body and are now’ main¬ 
taining an armed camp within half a 
a mile of the complainant's mines. It 
is alleged that the number of armed 
men frequently reaches 400 and over; 
* that they are men of lawless and des¬ 
perate character and have been sup¬ 
plied by the defendants with dangerous 
! firearms, such as Mauser rifles, pistols 
and other firearms, some of which will 
I shoot with deadly effect for two miles 
or more. 

The following paragraph from the 
bill paints a somber picture of the 
union miners: 

“The character of men whom the de¬ 
fendants have gathered around them 
is of the worst kind, some white and 
»acme black, many of them tramps and 
| vagrants, W’ho have no occupations and 
have no respect for the law and the 
property of others, and complainant be¬ 
lieves and alleges that, unless said 
camp is broken up and unless said 
bodies of men are prevented from en¬ 
gaging In their unlawful practices as 
heretofore described, they or some of 
l them will completely destroy the build¬ 
ings upon the complainant’s property 
by blowing up the same with dynamite 
or powder or by setting fire to the 
same by such means as they can com¬ 
mand.” 

• • • 

No Remedy At Law. 


The petition further sets forth that 
the complainants have no adequate 
remedy at law for the wrongs com¬ 
plained of or anticipated and asks that 
an order be granted from the United 
States Court restraining the defend¬ 
ants, their associates and agents and 
•'all persons whatsoever from hindering 
or obstructing the operation of the 
complainant'* mines.** 

The union miners were represented 
by Judge W. H. Yost and Messrs. 
E. Y. Thomas and Everett Jen- 
zuinga. The argument made in behalf 
of the union miners was that they had 
been driven froVn their homes and were 
still being persecuted, despite thetr 
peaceable attitude. 

The amended answer of James D. 
Wood et al. was also filed yesterday 
morning. It sets forth the refusal of 
Judge Buniam, uf the Kentucky Court 
of Appeals, to reinstate the temporary 
Injunction granted In May, 1901, by the 
Circuit Court Clerk of Hopkins county. 

The answer further says that “at 
the time of filing the aforesaid suit 
in equity In the Hopkins Circuit Court 
and at the time said Injunction was re- 
fused to be reinstated by the Judge of

Everyone Interested Awaits Action 
of Federal Court On Injunction. 

Madisonville. Ky.. Dec. 12.—(Special.] 
—Nothing new has developed In the 
strike situation here. A detachment of 
the Hopkinsville company of State 
Guards, under Lieut. Bellamy, is still 
on duty at the Slope mine In Provi¬ 
dence. This detachment will be with¬ 
drawn in the next day or two. The 
remainder of the company is stationed 
at Camp James A. Franceway in this 
city. No definite news has been heard 
from Frankfort, but it Is now* believed 
that the troops will be withdrawn Sun¬ 
day. 

About fifty men are In the union 
camp at Nortonvllle 'to-night.

Alderman Embry Champions Cause of the Young 
Expert—Result of Investigation. 




Dr. J. E. Carhln, the expert bacteri¬ 
ologist. Is making a fight before the 
General Council for $500, his pay for 
analyzing the waters of Goose creek 
nnd the Ohio river to ascertain whether 
the sewage from the Central Asylum 
for the Insane at Lakeland polluted the 
water used by the people of Louis¬ 
ville. Dr. Caslffn was employed by the 
city to do the work. The ordinance 
commissioning him to make the anal¬ 
ysis was introduced by former Aider- 
man F. H. Hart, and w t os passed almost 
unanimously. It required Dr. Cashln 
nearly six months to complete the in¬ 
vestigation and he devoted nearly all 
his time to It. He made an exhaustive 
report to the Council, in which he gave 
facts and figures, showing that the 
river water was made Impure by the 
sewage of the asylum which emptied 
lnlo the river through Goose creek. 

Upon the strength of Dr. Cashln’s In¬ 
vestigation the Board of Trustees of the 

asylum went to work to remedy tile_____ 

o\ii and the sewage from the institution Is now being purified by two huge 
filters. 

Alderman Embry Is making an effort to have the city pay Dr. Cashln’s 
claim and numerous persons are urging the members of the Council to reim¬ 
burse him for the e xpense a nd time which the work cost him.

Iron Market. 

New York. Dec. 12.—The Iron Age says: 

"A decision of far-reaching Importance ho* 
been arrived at by the members of the United 
States Steel Corporation After considerable 
discussion and a number of conference* it ha* 
been determined to fix the price of lake iron 
ore for the comtng season the some a* K was 
during the current season, vis : $4 25 a* the 
base price for old range ores at lower take 
ports. Some of the outalde ore Interest* show¬ 
ed a strong disposition to favor an advance, 
while In isolated cases a moderate lowering 
wa* Advocated. While an official announce¬ 
ment on the part of the annual ore producers 
no* not yet been mad*, it may be accepted a* 
practically settled that present ore prices will 
prevail for another season. 

The same tendency lia* been displaced in 
certain finished lines. Th* beam and plate 
association* have held thsir meeting* durtng 
the past week and after continuing the life of 
these organisations for another year have left 
the prices to remain where they were. 

Our monthly blast furnaco stAtlstlca furnish 
further proof of the tremendous consumption 
which is now going on. On December 1 there 
were coke and anthracite stacks tn operation 
with a capacity of 317.358 gross ton*, an In¬ 
crease of 3.583 tons, a* compared with No¬ 
vember 1 In the pa*t month stocks have «le- 
cllned 42.000 tons. Counting tn the charcoal 
furnace*, we are now producing at the rate of 
lA.85o.onO tons per annum, aa against thn 
maximum record of 13,789.000 ton* In 1900. 
and yet we are onstantly drawing on what 
Util* stock the country ta cafrying It should 
lie noted, however, that the difficulties In se¬ 
curing n supply of coke made the production 
of November fall below th* quantity Indicated 
by the Most furnace returns of the beginning 
of (hat month. A study of the figure* of No¬ 
vember output Justifies the belief that this 
cause caused a deficiency of product close to 
100,000 tons On the other hand some furnaces 
had to pile Iron because they could not get 
cars to send It <0 customers eager to secure 
the raw material

Safe Opener Arrested For 
Heins: Drunk. 


•HAPPY JACK’ SAGE’S TROUBLE 


MASTERS THE DROPPING OF 
TUMBLERS BY TOUCH 
AND EAR. 


SERVICES IN GREAT DEMAND. 


Jack Sage, safe expert, was arrested 
yesterday afternoon at Sixth and Main 
streets on the charge of being drunk. 
Sage Is known to hi* friends as "Happy 
Jack." 

Stage's specialty Is opening safes, and 
he has a reputation that is more than 
local. "Happy Jack’s" boaet is that 
the safe was never made that he could 
not open. And chisels’. Jimmies, dyna¬ 
mite and sledge hammers are not the 
Implements with w bich he operates. He 
uses only his hands and ears. Long 
practice has made his eense of hearing 
remarkably keen. 

He kneelsi before the door when he at¬ 
tempts to open a safe. His ear Is 
pressed against the steel, waiting for 
the first tumbler to drop. His left hand 
is placed upon the knob. He turns it 
slowly; sometimes the hundredth^part 
of sn Inch. He is on the alert to latch 
the first sound of the tumbles* falling, 
and which would Indicate that the solu¬ 
tion of the combination had been start¬ 
ed. 

Main-street business men know him 
well. Often they lose the combinations, 
and when they arrive at their places of 
business they are unable to open their 
pafes. "Happy Jack" Is sent for, and 
usually it requires only a few minutes 
for him to solve the combination arid 
swing back the safe door. 

One Main-street merchant known for 
his stinginess once sent for Sage. The 
combination was In a drawer when he 
left at night, and it was gone the next 
morning. "Happy Jack" got down in 
front of the safe, and for an hour he 
turned the knob. Finally he was suc¬ 
cessful. and the safe was opened. 

"How much?" Inquired the mer¬ 
chant. 

"Ten dollars." answered the expert. 

"Ten dollars? Why. man. there are 
lota of fellows w ho would work a week 
for that much, it's exorbitant and I 
won’t pay It:" 

"Happy Jack" was before the safe 
In a moment The heavy door swung 
to. and the merchant heard the click 
of the combination. 

"Now. then, it’s locked. Go and get 
a WO-a-week man to open It." 

The merchant began to haggle, and 
Sage raised the price. 

"Twenty-five, or ahe don't open. And 
I get the check In advance." 

And the merchant surrendered. 

Thieves have long had their eye on 
"Happy Jack." They figure that any 
safe in the country w'ould be at their 
service If they could Induce the safe ex¬ 
pert to Join them, but "Happy Jack" 
is an honest man. 

It is said that a band wa© recently or¬ 
ganized and that an offer was made 
to Sage. It was well organized—had a 
manager, an advance man. bar\k with 
stock paid up to get them out of trouble 
if thev were arrested, and Page was to 
be the star of the aggregation. But 
Sage is honest, and he would have none 
of It. 

Sage Is more than fifty years of age. 
He can find employment whenever he 
wants It. He learned what he know* 
about safes In a foundry where they 
were cast. He in familiar with every' 
part of their mechanism.
